TERRIBLE RAILROAD ACCIDENT IN 


CALIFORNIA. 


At Lenst 25 Persons Lose Their Lives—A 
Train Plunges Into the Water—5 
ef the Hodios Identified 
eltoment at Frisco—List of the Dead. 


BAN FRANciscO, May 30,—-One of the most 
horrible railway acoldents over known in 
California ocourred at 1,40 p.m,, whon the 
Jocal train, connecting at Oakland with 
the ferry boats from San Franclico, rap 
through an open drawbridge over the 
Ban Antolve Creck at Wobster-stroot, Oak- 

yaoht Juanita had just passed 
trough Wee draw a Ea Appaared 
going in tho direction of Alamada. The 
drawbridge keoper triod at once to 
close the bridge, but it was too late, 
and the ongino with its tonder and 
first car, which was filled with pas 
fengers, plunged into the river, which 
was hore quite deep, Engineor Bam 
Dunn and Fireman O'Buien went down with 
the engine, The former, when ho saw the 
bridge did not close, reversed tho lever but 
the momentum of the engine was too great 
to be stopped in time, The weight of the engine 
and first car broke the coupling and leftthe 
other two cars of the train standing on the 
track. Tho second carranathird of the 
way across the bridge and stopped, but the 
jar was suflicient to break open the front of 
the car and many passongors wore thrown 
into the water, 

The first car, which had followed tho en- 
gine to the bottom of the muddy estuary, 
soon rose an | such of tho passongera as bad 
escaped were picked up by yachts and boate 
which gathered at the scene, Tho trainmen 
and tho rest of tho passongors afded in the 
work of rescuing, and when the wrecking 
train arrived from Oakland the car wat 
drawn into shallow watter and tho boats 
began dragging tho creek for bodies. The 
train wasin charge of Conductor Reorath, 
an extra crow in it, being a holiday 

Tho conductor stated that probably ‘per 
sons had met their death. Tho top of the 
passenger coach was cut open. As soon as it 
was raisod abovo tho wator and tho work of 
removing the bodies commonced ten were 
taken out in quick succession. Enginoor 
Dunn and his fireman were both saved. 
Throo women and threo girls wero takon 
from tho water alive and removed to the 
receiving hospital. Another young lady died 
soon after being taken from the water.

COLORED AND WHITE MEN FiGnT. 


Three Nogro Girls,Wore Flogged aud Their 
Friends Are Mad. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala, May 80,—A fight bo 
tween colored and white mon occurred to- 
day at Six Mile, a small town 50 miles from 
this city, No lives were lost, but the trouble 
is not ended and a bloody conflict is expoctod. 
Four young ladios were walking along a 
street in the town when they met three negro 
women, The sidowalk was narrow and the 
two parties collided. The negro women 
threw the white girls into tho streot 
by force, at tho samo timo applying 
abusive epithets to them. That night the 
three negro women wore dragged out of bed 
by a largo party of white men, tied to troes, 
and flogged with cowhide whips until they 
fainted. This caused groat excitoment 
among the negroes of the town, and they 
bogan to arm thomselyes and threaten 
Vengeance on the whites. This resulted in 
white men attacking the negroes and driy- 
ing thom off tho streets by force. Tho 
negroes are arming themselves and 200 white 
mon are under armsin the town. As the 
situation stands there is every {indication of 
a bloody fight before the trouble is ended. 


A MURDERER TURNED LOOSE. 


Joho Williams’ Story Found to be ‘True in 
Part.

Sr. Jonn’s, Nad., June 2—Her Majesty's 
ship Emerald, the senior ship of the New- 
foundland station, bas arrived at St, George's 
harbor, A deputation of inhabitants inter 
viewed the commander of the ship and de- 
manded protection to their property and to 
be allowed to pursue their ordinary legiti- 
mate avocations.

HALIFAX, May 20.—It would soem from 
the nows brought by tho stoamor Harlaw that 
mattory on the so-callod French shore, on tho 

n coast of Newfoundland, are rapidly 
aching a crisis. In consequence of tho 


action of the commanding officor of a French 
ship of war at Bay St, George, requiring the 
inhabitants to take up thelr nets, the people 
havo refused to recognise the right of the 
Government of Newfoundland to collect im- 
port duties and a prominent resident, well- 
known for his thorough grasp of the whole 
question, on which he bas written many 
trenchant articles in the nowspapers of St, 
Joln's, was one of tho first to take action by 
declining to pay any duty on some goods 
from the Harlaw in tho face pf the custom. 
house officer, tho reason being given that 
Mnless protection is offered by the Govern- 
ment tho right to lovy duty cannot be main- 
tained. This action will probably bo en- 
dorsod and carried out by all the inhabitants.

A Bay St. George correspondent writes: 
The commander of the French warship Indre, 
now lying in tho roadstead of Bay St.

Official commissioners’ report : ‘Many 
English parents complain that their obild- 
ren are imperfoctly taught by French 
teachers whoso knowlodge of English is too 
limited” to’enable them to impart inatrac- 
tion proporly in that Ianguago. For this 
reaton Some have taken their children from 
their own school which is taughy by a 
French teacher, and have sent them to an 
English school in another section,” 

Mr. Ross (Globe report): “Thero were 
no teachers in the public schools of Ontario 
who could not speak English,” 

Official commissioners’ report: “In 21 
schools fair progress was being made and in 
18 the pupils know very littls English. The 
backward condidtion of these last-mention- 
ed schools must be attributed, we believe, 
mainly to the inability of the teachers to 
speak English freely. If the children are 
to learn to speak the English language their 
teachers muat be able to speak it,” 

Mr. Ross (Globe report); ‘Mr, Oralg 
said that the English language was boing 
driven out of eastern Ontario by the 
French. Butho had givon no evidence of 
that, and he (the speaker) would tell him 
that he was mistaken, He could not pro- 
duce any evidence of his assertion.” 

Official commissioners’ report; ‘The in- 
croaso in the French-speaking population 
during the past thirty-eight or forty yoars 

has beon very marked, During tho past 
twenty years many of.tho English speaking 
people have removed to other parts of the 
country, and very few of that class have 
moved into the count! The result is 
that the increaso of the English population 
has been lees than that of the French.”

THE OLL-TEST CHURN. 
| The oil-test churn is used to determine the 
quantity of churnable fat in each supply of 
every patron's cream.

\test tubo; 

‘Accurate moasuring; 
| Souring of the cream:—(to ensure a uniform

abr. and kept at that temperaturo for 24 
Hours before they are churned). 

Heating of tho samples toa tomperaturo

(ontry of the,bull.) 

The picturé now presented isa very strik- 
ing one indeed. The picadores with their 
broad sombreros, short coats and buckskin 
breeches, with their lances resting on their 
stirrups, sitting like statues on their hors s, 
whilo the capas and banderilleros in their 
perfect fitting sky-blue tights and short 
jackets, resplendent with gold and silver lace, 
aro all attention. The bugle sounds when a 
door leading into the arena, immo liately op- 
posite the director's box, opens and a bull is 
seen coming through this narrow passage.

with yells and blows, around the ring so 
that he may have another opportunity to re- 
triove his past failures, When, however, 
tho poor beast can no longer stand it is left 
to die and after the performance {s dragged 
from the ring. 

The picador’s lanco {s about six feot“long, 
supplied at one end with a chisol-shaped 
blade which penctrates the flesh of the ball 
fo thedepth of about two inches, *I cannot 
understand why moro of these picadores are | 
notkilled. Iwas told they rarely arealthough | 
receiving very frequently severe injuries. 
Ono cannot help admiring their courage as 
their part of the performance is a most dan- | 
xerous one.

The question whet! 
will be caused this season by using seed 
from a field where a portion of the crop 
was destroyed by rot is an important 
ono, in view of the fact that during the 
year 1889 this disease was widespread 
and destructive. In considering this 
question several of the professors at our 
experiment stations lave expressed the 
opinion that the germs of the disease re- 
tain in the tubers, alive and ready to. 
develop in the plants wherever the con- 
ditions of soil and climate are favorable, 
and hence the use of seed from crops that 
have been affected by the disease is un- 
safe. On the other hand, quite a num- 
ber of potato growers hold thatthe char- 
acter of the seed has little or nothing to 
do with the rot, which is caused by pe- 
cullar conditions of weather and soil. 

The late Peter Henderson is quoted as 
having sald that there can be little or no 
danger in using potatoes for seed grown 
in the vicinity of fields where the rot 
has been. <A review of a largo number 
of experiments recently given by promi- 
nent farmers in Rural New Yorker 
makes it appear that while a few ex- 
pressed the preference for seed from 
crops not affected, the opinion of the 
majority was to the effectthat, provided 
the potatoes be sound at the time of 
planting, these will be safe for seed. The 
argument used was: If the disease could 
be transmitted from one crop to another 
our potato industry would have disap- 
peared long ago. It isto be hoped that 
this belief is correct, for potato rot the 
past season was so universal that a large 
proportion of the seed to be planted this 
season will hold the germs of the disease. 
Great care ought to be observed in 
avoidance of low, undrained land for the 
next crop. 


Merits of Thoroughbred Fowls. 

Southern Cultivator enumerates the 
merits of thoroughbred fowls as fol- 
lows: Rapidity of growth, increased 
weight and flesh, also beauty, and, above 
all, superiority in egg production, for a 
thoroughbred hen of the best laying 
strains will lay twice as many eggs in a 
year as the mongrel hen. These facts 
are well worthy of investigation, and are 
sufficient to justify the great interest 
now being taken in high class poultry.

It isnot reasonable to suppose that anyone 
living oithor in town or country, who pow 
sessea n piece of ground, even if itis only 
a small lot, fails to try to grow to some ox- 
tont his own vegetables, and those who pow 
toes large nnd fertile gardens, such as every 
farmer has or can havo if ho will only try, 
are vory much to be blamed if they neglect 
to raiso in the greatest abundance all the 
choice yogotables that may be wapted for 
family use during the entire yoar, A good 
large garden, if rightly cared for and cultiv- 
ated, is a source of much pleasure and en 
Joyment to {ts possessor, besides belng of the 
greatest value asa means of securing fora 
family an unstinted supply of the choicest of 
food, that should, on account of its healthful- 
noss and othor good qualities, form a large 
portion of the daily food of every individual, 
With some exceptions, I believe that people 
living in small towns and country villages 
oftenor poseas beautiful and well-cultivated 

ns than those lying in the country, 
Why this is 40 Lam not prepared to say, but 
looking to tho superior advantages that farm- 
ers have over the residents of a town in re- 
gard to cultivating a garden in the best man 
ner, it appears that they ought to be in the 
front rank, 

Ono thing that has Caused country gardens 
to be poorly cultivated in far too many in- 
stances is that instead of tho farmers them- 
selves going ahead and working thom as 
everyone should do, all the work except 
plowing the ground was left for the women 
todo. Household duties, care of children, 
and numerous other things that demanded 
their time and attention, as well as want of 
the nocessary strength in many instances, 
Kept them from attending to the matter as 
it should haye been, and the result was a 
poorly-cultivated garden and only a scanty 
supply of vegetables, To some extent this 
way of trying to raiso the family supply of 
vogetables is still practiced in various parts 
of the country, but I believe itis fast grow:

Tho particular form that I prefer for a me- 
dium or large-sized garden is along rquare 
or rectangle, and a garden Iaid off in this

Having a garden in this form, 
all the work, excepting perhaps the pulling 
of a few weeds by hand, can be done witha 
horse and that in a very satisfactory manner 
providing the planting has been rightly done, 
which is of considerable importance in a gar 
den of such shape. 

The various kind of vegetable or crops to 
be raised should be planted in rows running 
the long way of the ground, beginning first 
with a fow rows ofsome early kind of pota} 
toes; then in rows wideenough apart to ad- 
mit of a horse and cultivator to pass, should 
be planted all such crops as are not injured 
by slight frosts, such as onions, peas, beets, ra- 
dishes otc., and so continue to plant until the 
whole vegetable crop is in the ground, re- 
serving until last such ones as Inte frosts 
might injure. By so arranging all the differ- 
ent kinds of cropsthere is littledifficulty in 
cultivating them, and a very short time only 
has to be spent at each working, to pass the 
cultivator or horse-hoe over the entire gar 
den, When a gardon is laid off in this form, 
and tho different crops all planted In rows as 
described, the labor of keeping down the 
weods and grass is much less than when 
everything is planted so that no two kinds 
of crops are in rows running in the same dir 
ection; as then thestrface of the ground can 
be kept constantly stirred with horse imple- 
ments, and tho growth of everything, but 
what is intended to be cultivate! can be kept 
entirely checked, which is difficult todo if a 
garden, on account of its shape and lack of 
system in planting, has to be worked alto- 
gother with hand-tools. Knowing t_e many 
great advantages that a garden laid off and 
planted in the manner here described has 
over suchas are differently planned for ease 
of cultivation I heartily-recommend this 
plan tofall who may be interested in growing

MOWAT GOES BAOKON HIS RECORD 
The Mail claims for Mr, Mowat that ho 
was the original Equal Righter, and in sup- 
port.of this claim states thatin 1857 Mr, 
Mowat, then a rising politician, mado his 
first political venture, selecting for the ex- 
periment that famous hunting ground for 
statesmen, South Ontario, Those who in- 
vited Mr. Mowat to svok his fortunes in the 
constituency prosented him with a requisi- 
tion, in the course of which thoy indicated 
their preference for a distinctly national 
school system. The reply Mr.Mowat mado 
contained the following paragraph : 

“'T rejoios to learn that tho inhabitants of thia 
riding are in favor of non-eectarian schools, 
am of opinion that no religious denomination in 
Qanada should haye power to tax its people for 
the support of Separate schools, and that the 
Renoral good requires that overy fair inducement 
should be held out to the adherents of all reli- 
gious denominations to have their children edu- 
cated together. I believe that mutual respect 
‘and good will would be thereby promoted among 
all classes of the community; and at the samo 
time that a better education would be afforded 
than can generally be expected from Separate 
schoo's,”” 

Unfortunately, continues our contem- 
porary, history has not handed down to us 
the orations the young politician delivered 
throughout the riding; but we do know 
this, that he was olected by a majority of 
779, and that after his return he made in 
various parts of the province speeches echo- 
ing no doubt the aentiments of which the 
people of South Ontario had just approved,

Tho death of Edmund Hammond, the 
first Baron Hammond, ‘removes a potent

“Tho Bishop is at Father Walsh's, and hoe 
is going for us for supporting you, and we 
must have a line from you to hel ob 
of our awkward position, and,” they said, 
“you mast date your letter any time be 
fore the date of election, i, e., 28th Deo., 
1886," I then dated it’ 22ad Deo., 1886, 
and made & memorandum of the circum. 
stances under whioh the lotter was asked 
for and given, which momo. was in sub- 
stance approved by Mosers Murphy and 
Siloox., Lf ovpied both in my letter book. 
The memo, was as follows : 

‘January 24th, 1887, 

** The letter on the opposite page dated 
** 22nd Deo, 1886, was really written to-day 
“*by me at the request of D, R. Murphy 
‘sand J. D. Silo.x, who say the Bishop is 
“up at Father Walsh's, and is going to do 
‘them great harm for helping to elect me, 
‘‘and they want me to write said letter to 
“help thom out of their difficulty. The 
“letter is to be shown to the Bishop and 
“then destroyed. I make this memo, for 
‘‘reforence in case any improper or unfair 
““uso is mado of tho said letter, 

(Signed) G. W. Ostrom,” 

My clerk, Mr. Arthur Abbott, was in my 
office at the time, and heard the conversa- 
tion between me and Messrs. Murphy and 
Silcox Now the letter is as follows : 

"Deo, 22nd, 1886, 
“Private and Confidential. 

**My doar Messrs, Murphy and Silcox— 
‘fam now fairly in the field, and should 
“‘like to get your personal influence in my 
‘“‘bohalf. {should say I am not hostile to 
“your Church, but on the contrary will do 
‘everything (if elected) in my power to 
**maincain the Ohurch’s rights and privi- 
**loges secured to ib under the laws of the 
“land. Nor shall I do avythiug to deprive 
“‘your yeople of the Separate Schools or 
“chartered rights as at present enjoyed.

$1,000,000. But by taking in the amount 
of the trust funda in the hands of the Do- 
minion (which had never been used n 
Aesot until the last fow years), and by using 
the annuities as an asset, and not taking 
into account the amount to be paid on these 
ho was enabled to show a tictitivus surplus 
of about $6,000,000. Ho next ventilated 
tho Parliament Buildings job, showing the 
way in which the Guvernment had commit 
ted the House to the expenditure of at least 
$2,000,000, although they had at firet asked 
for $500,000, and then on extra $250,000, 
with tho promise that they would not ex- 
ceed that amount, 

He took issue with the policy of the Gov 
ernment as to their management of the 
License Act, showing that the Manicipali- 
ties would be better off financially if they 
had control of that fund, aud condemned 
the Government for the use they have 
mado of the act to furce those who are en- 
gaged in the treflic to support the Govern 
ment. In referring to the educational 
system he showed that the people wero 
payiog from 20 to 30 per cent. more for 
school books than they would if the Gov- 
eroment had made proper arrangement 
with the publishers, He said he would 
condemn the state if they interfered with 
any man’s religion, but he also condemned 
the church when they interfered with the 
state, as the Hierarchy of the Roman 
Catholic church is now doing in respect of 
Separate Schools. He said it was a pity 
there were ever any Separate Schools estab- 
lished, but since we have them he would 
support the placing of them in the position 
they were atthe time of Confederation and 
would do his utmost to see that the con 
stitation is upheld. In closing ne said, 
“By the platform of the Hon. W. R. Mere- 
dith I stand or fall, Ifyou think that to 
be the correct one, as! believe you do, you

His closing remarks 
were received with loud and prolonged 
cheers. . 

Mr, Vormilyoa, on coming forward, en- 
deavored to defend the financial policy of 
the Government by comparing their alleged 
surplus with the deficit of Quebeo, 
which, he said, was $30,000,000. But he 
forgot to tell the people that a Reform ad 
ministration are in power there. Hoe sald 
the Government of Ontario had atded to 
build more railroads in Ontario than the 
whole length of the O, P. R. and all its 
branches. In his endeavor to show the ne- 
cessity for the erection of Parliament build- 
ings, he did show that’the Government had 
a0 increased tho number of their staff and 
clerks, that they were obliged to go through 
the city of Toronto hunting offices for them, 
Ho stated that there was not a Temperance 
Society in Ontario to day that did not en- 
dorse the policy of the Government in their 
management of the License syatem, and that 
the municipalities wore better off to day 
than they would be if they controlled the 
licenses themselves, In referring to the 
school books, he said that Mr, Oreighton, 
when he went to buy a drawing-book, 
though the dealer only charged him 6 cents 
for it, threw down 10 cents and left the shop 
without getting his change, and then made 
the statement on the floor ot the House 
that he had to pay ten cents forit, After 
stating that the Conservative party granted 
Separate Schools, he went on and proved 
positively that it was a compromise between 
both parties of both Ontario and Quebec. 

Mr. N. B. Falkiner, the noxt speaker, 
did not enter into the questions of the day, 
but took up the famous Wood's declaration, 
reading it clause by clause, enlarging upon 
it and roasting the actors mentioned in it 
as only he can. 

Mr. Vermilyea denied that the letter 
mentioned in the declaration was stolen 
and stated it was bought from Woods for 
five dollars, and that he got it from Mr, 
S. B. Burdett, M. P., who handed is to 
him one day in his office, saying it might 
be of use to him some day. He also de 
nied that Mr. Hudson run against him for 
Deputy Reeve for the year 1883, 

Mr, W. R, Aylaworth, being called,com- 
mended both candidates for the manner in 
which they had laid their claims before the 
people, but advised the electors to support 
Mr. Vermilyea. 

Mr. W. B. Northrup, the last speaker, 
in a forcible and telling epeech went over 
tho policy of both partios, comparing them 
plank by plank, and asked the voters to 
consider which was the true party of equal 
rights,as both parties laid claim to that 
distinction, and then mark their ballots ac- 
cording to the promptings of their own con- 
soiences; and if they did so,he had no doubt 
as to tho result of the election. 

Tho majority of the meoting was decided- 
ly in favor of Mr, Hudson.

AN ONTARIO FLOOD. 


HEAVY RAINS SWELL THE CREEKS 
AND RIVERS. 
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Severe Losses Reported from Various Seo- 
tions of the Province—Dams, Bridges 
and Balldings Washed Away The 
Rallroads Saffer—No Lives Lost. 

Onanorvitim, Ont, June 6—Ono of the 
most disastrous floods this town has over 
exporionced was the result of yosterday's 
thundorstorm. The storm began about 
1.80 p.m, and lasted antil about 5 p.m, 
during which time a seothing torrout 
swopt through the low lying land in the 
south and east wards, A portion of the 
Canadian Pacifio Railway track, a number 
of bridges, several frame structures, troos, 
oto,, were swoptaway. The heaviost losses 
Were sustained by the breaking of two mill 
dams and the almost total wreck of the 
shinglo mulls, owned by a resident of Mount 
Forest, 

GuxeNwoop, June 6.—The worst froshot 
ever known here occurred Inst even- 
ing. For tho past two nights terriflo 
thondor storms havo raged and the wators 
were high, but tho climax was reched last 
night. Four small dams north of hore 
gave way and the mighty flow of waters 
carriod away F. L, Green's large dam, 
Thon the new dam and tho race broke away, 
and last of all the dam of tho Oatmeal Mill- 
ing Company broke away. Roads wero 
submerged and gutted, collars were 
flooded, bridges were carried away and telo- 
graph wires broken. Timber and treos were 
seen floating in alldirections, Several people 
havo lost cattle and horses. Tho roads in 
tho vicinity aro in a terrible state, M. Gloo- 
son loses heavily from his store cellar being 
flooded. The loss of F, L. Green will be from 
$1500 to $2000. 

ScnowBeRrc, June 6,—In consequence of 
the hoavy rainfalls yesterday afternoon and 
the swooping away of two large mill dams, 
this village was flooded yesterday. Many 
business and private dwellings were swept 
away \by tho flood, leaving the occupants 
homeless and in destitute circumstances.

Beaty, Juno G.—The Minister of War an- 
nounced to the Military Committee of the 
Relohstag to-day that bills would be fntro- 
duced by the Government providing for the 
construction of strategical railways and for 
training tho reserves in tho uso of tho now 
riflo, In addition to these bills the War 
Minister said an appropriation would be 
asked for the further equipment of the army. 
He declared no one capable of beuring arms 
should conse training when ho had comploted 
his term of sorvice. Thé Government had 
only decided upon the main principlos of the 
measure concorning the reserves. The demands 
contained in the Military Bill were small 
48 compared with those of tho French Gov- 
ernment, Ho said he was not empowered to 
nmako a statomont regarding tho fixing of the 
strength of tho army every sevon years, 
Tho War Minister said tho Government 
meditated a still further increaso of the 
peace footing,49,000 mon more than the pres 
ent bill provided for. 

Spoakers of all parties, especially tho 
Contrists, Froisinnige an’ National Liberals, 
testitled toa growing agitation in the coun- 
try aga{nst military burdens and declated it 
was imperative to reduce the torm of ser- 
vico.

The Customs Officers of Bay St. George 
Rofuse a Stonmer the Bight to Uniond 
Hor Cargo-Kngland Ready to Arbitrate 

Little Interest in London, 


Havrax, June 7.—A new featuro of the 
Newfoundland trouble waa reported to-day, 
During tho past week tho people of St 
George hold a mass mooting and unanimously 
resolved that, {inasmuch as the Newfoundland 
Governmont was tinable to protect them from 
Fronch outrage, thereafter they would pay 
no duty on imports to thé Newfoundland 
Government, A few day# ago tho steamer 
Harlow aallod from Halifax with a cargo of 
supplies for Bay St.(Georgs, but on arriving 
there the customs officers, acting under in- 
structions from St. John's, rofused to allow 
the freight to be landéd, on thie ground that 


the importers. had pledged  thomselvos 
not to pay duty, I¢ might have 
been suppored’ that’ the goods woiild 


have been Jandéd'and placed in bond, but 
the ‘Government was afraid todo that, ax 
the people would simply have taken posses 
tion of the goods and the Customs officer 
would havo been powerless to prevent thém, 
‘The result 1s that tho steamer will bring her 
freight back to Halifax, This agtion'of tho 
Newfoundland Government in forcing 
taxation without boing able to nfford pro- 
tection will only tend \to still further excite- 
ment and exasperate the people. 


READY TO ARBITRATE, 


England's Interosts in the Island of Now- 
foundiand. 

Loxpor, June §.—Telograms from New- 
foundland continue to give highly colored 
accounts of conflicts between the French and 
English over the fishing rights; but the Eng- 
lish public continues to concern itself hardly 
at allaboutthe matter, Attlie Foreign Office, 
howover, there is anxiety. Tho questions at 
issue between tho two countries are admittedly 
difficult, The possibility of a collision between 
the French and English véssels was somo 
time since foreseen, and ordéra were porhaps 
given. This is the exp'anation offered of 
what somo here regard as the supinenoss of 
the British officers in the presence of alleged 
French aggression, which ily higher quarters 
is extolled as discretion. The Newfoundland 
stories, moreover, are flatly contradicted by 
the Foreign Office.

Sr, Jonn’s, Nfld, Juneis—Several of the 
leading citizens of this placo in inter- 
views regarding tho fisheries troubles said 
they felt that the firat step taken by 
the Government of Newfouldland in sending 
delegates to England and jada to present 
the case of the islandors against the aggres- 
sions of the French had been a success, The 
next step will probably be the organization of 
a volunteer force and thé érection of fortifl- 
cations, The peoplo of Newfoundland are 
showing a steady determination to maintain 
their rights, The nowspapors aro more out- 
spoken on the subject than aro the delegates. 
Tho Herald says that England must fight 
France or abandon her British-American 
possessions, 

The Colonist, commenting on the reports of 
the forcible removal of herring nets by a 
force from a French warship at Bay St. 
George, says that the British tar must have 
deteriorated very much in quality when he 
stood by and saw British property injured 
and British subjects ruined by a handful of 
Frenchmen.

Al) 
wo haye to do is to draw tho attention of the 
British commander on the station to any 
complaints that we haye and tho causo is re- 
moved. j 

“But this spring thore happened to be no 
British warships on the coast, none having 
arrived whop I was there, and consequently 
I had to request the British fishermen myself 
in afew instances to mako room for our 
people, There were at tho tims probably 500 
nota set in Bay St, George, but I found it 
necessary only to request the removal of 
about a dozen of them in order to give tho 
French fishermen a fair chance, My requesb 
was promptly complied with as usual, and 
the reports in such parapraphs as appear 
in tho Halifax papers are oxtraordin- 
arily exaggerated for political or trade pur- 
poses, 

“Our fishermen are only on tho shore and 
exert their privilege for a short time each 
year; last year about @ mouth, this year only 
about 15 days; never longer than two 
months; only for that time do we interfere 
with the British residents fishing in every 
spot of the waters. 

“What might be the political or trade pur 
poses to which you referred ns the cause of 
these exaggerated reports!” asked the re 
porter. 
| “Well, Tobsrve in one report that as an 
alleged consequence of the action of the 
French authorities, the morchants of the 
const are refusing to pay duties on the goods 
landed there now, that they set the Now 
foundland customs authorities at deflance, 
and even demand a refund of duties paid by 
them for many years past, That accounts 
for the milk in the cocoanut, I think, The 
merchants of that shore aro not in hearty 
accord with the Colonial Government at St. 
John's, and wish to incite the people 
to extremes, These merchants aré 
comparatively few, and the people, 
though ery good-hearted and genial 
themeclyes, are mostly ignorant and excit- 
able, while they are entirely dependent upon 
these merebants, who have grown wealthy 
from their labora, and whoso influence with 
thom is almost supreme.” 

"Do you anticipate anything like serious 
trouble with the English on account of this 
or tho establishment of the French canneries 
on the shore?” asked the roporter. 

“Nbne, whatever,” replied the commander, 
“Our relations with the English residents of 
tho coast in question and the people at St. 
Jobn’s have been and are the most amicable, 
All we ask is our fair rights, which have 
been freely accorded us in tho past. There ia 
really nothing to make a fuss about.” 

It may be added, however, tlmt tho Freneh 
are not held in the greatest confidence by 
the Pnglish authorities here. This is the

Col. Gzowski has always had a deep in- 
terest in Canadian military affairs, He has 
been president of the Dominion Rifle Associa- 
tion aud was instrumental in sending the 
fifst Canadian team to Wimbledon in 1870.

There is anotablo tondency in industrial 
enterprises in recent times not only to con- 
“capital into large concerns, but to 
havo structures and machinery of the largest 
pomiblo kind, and to drive it with extreme 
rapidity, ‘Ubis is proeminently tho day of 
big things, using the word in its ordinary 
senso tomean large, massive, heavy, and 
bulky, Ocoan stoawships are growing larger 
and more powerfal. Locomotives, cars, rail- 
way tracks, bridges, are all made hoavior 
Blast furnaces have Mcreased in sive, and 
their output has increased enormously, #0 
that a product of 800 tonsa day is no more 
uncommon than one of 800 tons a wook was 
twenty years ago. A Bossemor stool works 
has recently made the record of 80,000 tons 
of steel inoue month. Open hearth furnac- 
¢ aro now erected with a capacity of 80 tons, 
or three times the capacity of those of ten 
years ago. In rolling mills the same pro- 
gress has been shown, A plate was rolled in 
Pittsburgh 80 inchos wide by 85 feet long, 36 
inch thick, weighing 7,480 pounds, 

In steam and electric enginocring the same 
tendency is seen, At the Homestead Steel 
Works, Pittsburgh, thoro is about to be 
placed one of the largest Corliss engines in the 
world, with a horizontal cylinder 54 by 72 
inches. The fly wheel will weigh 200,000 
pounds, The whole weight of the engine 
will be over 500,000 pounds, and it is oxpect- 
ed to dovélop 3,500: horse power, Tho Cor- 
liss engine, the largest in the world, was 
built at the Soho Iron Works, Bolton, Eng- 
land. It is of 5,000 horse power, of the verti- 
cal type, and stands 48 feet high, Ibis de~ 
signed to drive the Farranti dynamos, 45 feot 
in diameter, mentioned below. The West 
End electric railway station in Boston {s to 
have thirteen engines of 1,000 horse’ power 
each, They are to be triple compound, with 
cylinders 21, 86, amd 52 inches in diameter, 
Tho powor is transmitted by two belts for 
each ongino, each belt five foot wide. Steam 
will be furnished by twenty-four water tube 
boilers, each rated at 500 horse power. The 
new cable railway station of the West Side 
Cable Railway, in Chicago, has two Greene 
engines, each 86 inches by 72 inches; each 
engine weighs 238,000 pounds, and hag 
a capacity of 1,200 horse power, We 
recently described the large Belpaire 
boilers and Laavitt hoisting engines at 
the Calumet and Hecla mine, and now we 
have a description of a now water-tubo boiler 
designed by T. F. Morrin of Jersey City, 
which is located at the Westinghouse electric 
light station in twenty-fourth street, 
New York ality. It contains 600 @inch 
water tubes of oa peculiar bent shape, 
expanded at each end into an internal 
cylinder 48 inches in diameter, The ag- 
gregate length of tho tubes is 7,200 feet, 
or about a milo and a half, and the boiler has 
6,000 feet of heating surface, and is said to be 
capable of developing 1,000 horse power, 

In foreign countries the same tendency to- 
ward bigness is shown, and In electrical en- 
gineering they haye even surpassed us. The 
Farrantf dynamos used in the Deptford 
lighting stations near London weigh 500 tons 
each, stand 45 feet high, run at 60 revolutions 
per minute, amd can each supply about 200,- 
000 incandescent lights, 

Two dynamos of 10,000 lamp capacity are 
being made for Berlin, each of which will re- 
quire about 1,000 horse power.

Electric Tutlway as a Saritary Measure, 
Joseph Wetzlor, in Scribner’s magazine for 
Aprilsays: Tbe rapid extension of the el- 
ectric street car system whis has taken place 
(especially in this country), naturally leads 
to the question of the cause thereof. To have 
gained such pre-eminence it must be alle to 
do not only what other systems can do, but, 
still more, it must be able % do itatade 
creased cost, Again, removal of thousands 
of horses from tho streets of acity, inyoly- 
ing, as it does, the doing away with the 
noise and dirt, is another distinct gain to 
its residents, But if one goes still further, 
and contemplates the difference between a 
stable housing thousands of horses, and an 
electric-car station of sufficient size to oper 
atea road with the same efficiency, one is 
‘fat ones struck with the advantages on the 
side of the electric system, which, 
indeed, are incontrovertible, Instead of a 
large, ill-smelling building whose odors are 
wafted for many blocks (making the tenancy 
of houses within halfa mile almost unbear- 
able, and involving a large depreciation of 
property in the neighborhood), there is a 
neat substantial building equipped with a 
stream plant and dynamoos, and occupying 
hardly one-tenth the space required for an 
equivalent number of horses, Therefore, 
not only only is there effected a removal of 
the nuisances attached to a stable, but a 
Jargo saving in the cost of real estate, and 
the far greater amount involved in the 
known depreciation of the surrounding pro- 
perty. Besides this, the stables are of no- 
cessity required to be in close proximity to the 
track, whereas the electric power station, 
which furnishes current to the car, may be 
situated a mile fromthe track in some suit- 
able place, as for instance, beside a river, 
where, with condensing engines, power may 
be generated at a minimum of cost, 
Tho Merit of Corsets.

An offort may be made to secure seats 
for the defeated ministers, but that is 
scarcely probable, as there will be danger 
ofsplitting the party by passing over the 
aspirants for the vacant portfolios. Har- 
court will, no doubt, claim Gibson 
and Dryden will strive hard for the posi- 
tion vacated by Drury. . u 

Tait, of Toronto, might, by virtue 
of his ability and long service to his party, 
fairly lay claim to one of the offices; but as 
he will sit in the Assombly morely as a

THE NEWFOUNDLAND DISPUTE, 


This matter has been the cause of so much 
interest lately, that the following elucida- 
tion of the points in dispute, which is fur- 
nished by the Halifax Herald, will lead to 
a prope understanding of the subject : 

the treaty of Utrecht, 1713, the island 
of Newfoundland was ceded to Great Brit- 
ain forever, and the thirteenth article of 
that treaty expressly declared that neither 
the king of France, his heirs and successors, 
nor any of his subjects, should thereafter 
Tay any claim to any right to this island and 
palcaeue islands, or to any part of it or them. 
The French retained no territorial rights 
whatever in the island, though French sub- 
jects wore by this thirteenth article con- 
ceded the privilege of catching fish and dry- 
Ing them on a certain portion of the coast. 
Subsequently by the treaty of Paris, 1763, 
the right of the French to catch and dry 
fish on the ‘French shore” was confirmed ; 
but the French were allowed no privileges 
on the const that were not also guaranteed 
to British fishermen, 

‘In 1783, by the treaty of Versailles the 
British government conceded to the French 
the privilege of fishing and drying fish on 
the whole of the west coast of the island, 
And the fifth article of the treaty expresaly 

rovides that *'The French fishermen shall 

“enjoy the fishery which is assigned to 
‘them by the present article, as they had 
**the right to enjoy that which was assign- 
**ed to them! by the treaty of Utrecht.’ 
The treaty of Versailles conceded no ex- 
clusive rights to the Fronch ; but upfortu- 
nately hester, the British com- 
tnlesioner, made a declaration on behalf of 
Great Britain, wh'ch was attached to the 
treaty, and which 1s the real source of the 
present vexatious dispute. ihe declaration 
nets forth that order that.the fishermen 
“*of the two nations may not give cause 
** for daily calls, his Britainlo majesty will 
“*‘take the most positive measures for pre- 
“*venting his subjects from interrupting, 
**in any manner, by their competition, the 
‘fishery of the Fronch during the tempor- 
**ary exercise of ib which is granted to 
“*them upon the coasts of the island of 
** Newfoundland, but he will, for this pur- 
“* pose, cause the fixed settlements which 
**shall be formed there to be removed, 
**His Britannic majesty will give ordors 
“that the French fishermen be not incom- 
**moded in cutting the wood necessary for 
**the repair of their scoffolds, huts and 
“fishing voasels,”’ 

This declaration has been interpreted by 
the French government as giving to their 
fishermen the exolusivo enjoyment of tho 
fishing privileges of the so-called French 
shore. They haye contended that the 
erection by the British of avy fish-hounes, 
lobster factories, or of any other structures 
whatever on the French shore, or any at- 
tempt to participate in the shoro fishorios 
would “interrupt” the Fronch fishormen ; 
and that ia consequence the Fronck aro by 
that declaration guaranteed the excl 
right of fishing on the coast, and that t 
ish subjects aro donicd the right of settle 
ment on any part thereof. lt is true that 
the declaration mado by Manchester is 
most unfortunately worded, yot neithor the 
government of Great Britain northegovern 
ment of Nowfoundland has ovor formally 
admitted the French claim, though the 
former bas on more than on6 occasion seem 
ed to act as if that claim wero well founded

whoat was'a parasitical plant. A farmer 
need not be a professor of chemistry to know 
that carbonic gas is assimilated into woody 
fibre, and becomes pino or onk; that the 
land he tills is decomponed rock, vegetable, 
or animal rofuso; that vegetables feed or 
breathe. He should know by what chomil- 
cal operation the refuse of animal or veget- 
able life is converted into indispensable food 
of man. Our pasturos are not what they 
should be. Instead of the old-time clover 
and timothy meadows, and wild grass pas- 
ture, we should sow a combination of seeds 
suitable to the land we have, as it has been 
well proved that grasses grow moro luxuri- 
antly and abundantly by sowing a mixturo 
of them, as 1 also myself have proved, hav- 
ing obtained over ten months’ feed per acre 
from a 20 sore field of permanent pasture 
in one year ; and this I claim to be double 
the amount of any wild grass pasture in the 
province, or of timothy and clover pasture 
alone. 

Another saying and improvement in the 
fature will be the preservation of greon 
foed for winter feeding. In these days of 
cheap railway freight, chesp ocean freight, 
cheap land and improved machinery and 
combinations which bring the products of 
the world in competition we must acquire 
the art of producing a cheaper and better 
article than our neighbor if we succeed, 
Let us, thorefore, be alive to this schemo 
as everyone admits that green feed is the 
cheapost milk producing food we use, and 
if we can preserve our summer feed to use 
in winter inatead of the grain and hay and 
other high-priced goods, we will then ba 
able to produce milk in winter about as 
cheaply as in summer and realize the high 
price by reason of loss competition. In 
summing up let our dairymen be true to 
themselves and lead the world in the man- 
ufacture of butter and cheese, Let us be 
troe to our country and extend the work 
into every suitable locality. Whilst form- 
orly the greatest mental energies strove 
after universal knowledge and that know- 
ledge was confined to the few, now they 
are directed to specialties and diffused 
widely over the world by means of the 
press and telegraph wires, 

Thought, ideas and inventions originating 
in whatever quarter of the world, are by 
civilization being extended to all branches 
of science, industry and art. We fully be- 
lieve a yet grander future is before the 
aay indastry of Canada by co-operating 
in the production of the raw material in 
the proper selection of the cow, in the 
manufacture ofa primo article, and in dis- 
posing of it in the most lucrative market, 
To this end let us all put our shoulder to 
the wheel and raise the cry of Canada for- 
ever our country,

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Canadian Railways 


A Sensible View of Their Connection With 
the Luterstate Commerce Law. 


The Pittsburg Dispatch has the following 
artiole on the situation with regard to Oan- 
adion railways :—With regard to the dead 
set which the organs of tho railways are 
making to exclude Canadian railways from 
competition in the carrying of northweat- 
ern freights, the pertinent remark is made 
by the Louisville Courier-Journal :— 

It is just as wise, just as beneficial, to 
reduce the cost of transportation as to re- 
duee the cost of production, It is just ag 
foolish to refuso to permit competition 
with the American trunk lines as it would 
have been to refuse to permit the introduc. 
tion of the reapers and mowers into the 
grain fields. The purpose of one is exactly 
the samo as the purpose of the other. 

This iso true statement of the proper 
policy, but it does not tell the whole story 
of the effort to establish combination and 
prohibition, Itis thatthe entire argument 
on which that effort {s based is a sham and 
afraud. The assertion is that the Oanadian 
railroads are not subject to the regulation of 
the Inter-State Commerce act. But the law 
declares that avy railroad transporting 
freight from this to anothor cauutry is eub- 
ject to its provisions; the commission has 
emphasized this declaration by a ruling re- 
peating it ; and it is just as easy to enforce 
the penalties of tho law against Canadian 
railroods doing budinees in this country os 
against the United States railroads, 

Tho plea {is raised by the argument that 
the Canadian railroads cannot be forced, by 
tho Interstate Commerce act, to respect the 
long and short haul clause, on trathos por 
formed wholly within Canada, and that thoy 
have therefore a vital advantage over tho 
United States roads, Tho faot is truo 
enough ; but the conclusion is wholly faluo, 
from tho fact that the trunk lines in thio 
country have tho same exvmption on mach 
larger traflic, Tho Interstate commerce 
Jaw oannot make the New York Contral obey 
clanse on its immense local traflio 
arising and ending botwoon Buffalo and 
Now York city, or the Popnsylvania_rail-

donce, precedence is given to archbish- 
ops. the appointees of the Primate of Rome, 
to tho official degradation of tho olorgy of 
all Protestants, therefore be it 

Resolved, 1, ‘That wo, tho ministry and 
laymon of this Montreal Conferonce of the 
Methodist Ohurch, hereby utter our decided 
Protest against the anid ‘order of proce- 
dence,” and declare our purpose to employ 
all logitimate means to secure its abrogation 
in view of the prominence it bestows upon 
tho hierarchy of the Church of Romo, thus 
creating invidious distinctions between the 
roligious bodies, to the disadvantage of the 
Protestant majority of this Dominion. 

2. That we memorialize the ensuing Gon- 
eral Conference to take euch action as it shall 
deom best to secure the abrogation of tho 
offensive clauses in the said order of prece- 
dence, 

Amid applause, Roy, Dr. Douglas rose to 
speak on his resolution, After stating his 
reluctance to bring itup, at this time of po- 
litical ferment, and after referring to the 
order of precedence, leaving out of the list 
the Protestant ministers of the Non-con- 
formity, he said; ‘If there be a minister 
who ts willing to discredit hia manhood by 
following in the wake of hierarchal inflation, 
he publicly discredits his church by publicly 
submitting to the brand of official inferior- 
ity. This order of precedence was formu- 
lated in the musty precincts of Downing 
street, and the shame is that any body of 
men that are Protestant, Presbyterian, 
Methodist, and members of Parliament, 
should quietly stand by and allow this out- 
rage to be perpetrated. This order looks 
like deliberate device to give social and 
political pre-eminence to the Romish hier- 
archy, {tis well known that there never

He thought the Oon 
ference ought to pause in its action. 

Rey. J, 0, Cornell objected to the reso- 
lution. Dr. Carman might have made 
mistake, but the Conference was now acting

Rev. J. O, Antliff urged that the Confer- 
ence should dolay action until to morrow. 
Do not let thom in their haste do anything 
that would injure the Ohurch, by taking 
exception to many things in Dr, Oarman’s 
address. 

Rey. Dr, Douglas, Montreal, said ho 
would venture to advise tho Conference in 
this critical and humiliating issue, that in- 
stead of the formality of a resolution which 
would put thy Conference into direct col- 
lision with the official head of the Metho- 
dist Ohurch of Canade, a committee be ap- 
pointed to draft a short and explanatory 
statement of the matter for publication in 
the newspapers; that Dr. Carman’s utter- 
ances were not universally endorsed by the 
conference; that there were inaccuracies in 
the Free Press report; that Hon, Mr. Fos- 
ter's name had never been used; and more- 
over that it was untrue that the Conference 
over presented a resolution of thanks to 
Dr, Carman for his doliverance, 

Rey. Mr. Henderson said there were ob- 
servations in‘Dr, Oarman’s speech which ho, 
for one, could never consent to, 

Rey. Prof. Shaw said Dr, Oarman’s al- 
lusion was directly to Mr, Foster, and if 
the Minister of Finatite Were to institute 
an action against the man who uttered the 
words the courts would make that clear, 

Rev. Gore Boll wanted to know what 
action the W, 0. T, 0, and Lady Stanley 
had taken in reference to Mrs, Foster. 
(Loud cries of ‘‘Order, order.”) re 

The President—Woe do not recognize the 
right of Lady Stanley or the W. O, T. U, 
to be the sole judges of this matter. (Hear, 
hear.) 

Rey. Dr. Douglas moved in amendment, 
‘that a committee be appointed to draft an 
article setting out the views of the Confer. 
ence on this matter.” 

Rey. Dr. Ryckman said that such was the 
state of political feeling, especially justnow, 
that it could not be expected that the re- 
pocters of the party papers would report 
fairly. The reporters would not do it. 
They garbled speeches intentionally. At 
the same time Dr, Carman had no right to 
give ubterance to some of the statements! he 
made. 

Mr. W. Tees, of Montreal, said the con- 
feronco ought to deal boldly with this matter. 

Dr. Lavell, Kingston, said the aupremo 
officer of the church had no right to drag 
the conference through the mud and mire 
aa he did yesterday. Tho head of the church 
should hold a higher position, and on the 
eve of an election, over which everybody 
was excited, it was strange that the General 
Superintendent should take occasion to 
vontilate his views in such an offensive man- 
nor as he had done. He hoped the confer- 
ence would act promptly. 

Roy. Mr. Huxtable eaid the conference 
was in a dilemma, If they entered an un- 
qualified protest against the words spoken 
from tho platform yesterday the conference 
would endorse some things that they ought 
to denounce, and he for one could never 
consent to that. What were the real facts 
of the case? Was it nota fact that 4 man 
eccupying a high position in the Dominion 
was married to woman who had a husband 
living? (Loud cries of “Order,” 

Tho President—I must ask the brother 
to refrain from expressing opinions upon a 
question on which the community Is so 
divided, 

Rey. Mr. Huxtablo said he desired to 
protect the General Superintendent, Ho 
beliove Dr, Carman had used extravagant 
language, but it would be in tho interests 
of the church if the matter were allowed to 
drop quiotly. h 

Rev. D. V. Lucas eaid he thought, in all 
sinoority and frankness, the obsorvations of 
the Genoral Superintendent were a little 
bit extravagant, and the Conference ought 
to say they were not responalble for his 
utterances, Ab the same time he (Mr, 
Lucas) would deplore that anything should 
bo done by the Conference that would in 
apy way sanction or encourage the spread 
of a ayatom which had bocome a great ovil 
in the Unitod States.

You know, Mr, Editor, that I am and 


always have been an Equal Righter in the 
true sense of the word, not of that olass, 
however, who arrogate to themselves the sole 
right to live, think, speak and have being 
in the land, but one whose idea of equal 
rights is to allow others the same rights 
that I ask for myself, To express it more 
properly, to do unto “others in all pablic 
matters, as [ would they should do unto 
me; hence, I am not prepared to walk tho 
full Jength of* the plank which Mr, Mo- 
Oarthy dosires his followers to tread, for 
the plain and simple reason that 1 do not 
believe that Canada, as constituted at pre- 
sent, can be successfully governed upon 
such principles, 

T have been led to these reflections from 
what has Istely transpired in connection 
with the political contest just closed, and 
cannot help comparing Mr, McOarthy with 
his equally brilliant confrere at the bar, 
Mr. Edward Blake. 

You and your readers know that in nearly 
all cases where Edward Blake aired his 
great power of speech in a constituency, 
the result was the defeat of the candi- 
date in whose fayor he spoke, How much 
better has been the fate of Dalton Mc- 
Carthy? Lot us, as the lawyers say, ex- 
amine the record : 

In 1882, the Conservative party of Hast- 
ings invited Mr, McCarthy to visit and ad- 
dress the electors of West Hastings in 
favor of the Meredith candidate. Ltosult, 
West Hastings was lost to the Conservative 
party for that Parliament. 

Have his efforts during the past few 
months been any more successful 4 

Hewentto Ottawa,and madearousingand 
magnificent speech.—Result, Mr, Bronson, 
the Mowatite candidate, increared his ma- 
jority from 277 in 1886 to 1469 in 1590. 

He spoke in Cornwall, where the Equal 
Rights candidate told the electors that John 
A. was no longer his leader, but that Dal- 
ton McCarthy was ‘*the man for Galway. 
Result—Mack, the Grit, was returned to 
support Mowat, by a majority double that 
which he recelved at the former election. 

He visited South Ontario and addressed 
the electors, Result—Dryden, the old Grit 
member, was re-cleoted by an increased ma- 
jority. 

He journeyed to Lindsay, where, we are 
told, he fairly electrified the people. Re- 
sult—tho people reversed thelr former de- 
olsion, and elected a Grit by 480 majority, 
where a follower of Mr, Meredith had a ma- 
jority of 10 in 1886, 

He dropped into West Peterborough and 
spoke in favor of Oarnegie, who boasted of 
having cut his connection with the Oonsory- 
ative party. Result—Stratton, the Grit, 
increased bis majority from 32, at the last 
election, to 674, leaving Oarnegle so far in 
the roar that it is questionable whether he 
haa yet realized how it was done. 

He spoke to the clectors of Weat York, 
Result—Gilmore, Grit, was returned by 
largo majority. ‘The eloquence of the new 
fledged had no effoot. 

In Toronto, whore ko lives, his eloquence 
was heard in thunder tones in favor of Ar 
mour and Boll, a Grit and a Conservative 
Equal Rightor. Not satisfied with this ox- 
hibition of dealing out his equal rights thun- 
der in favor of Grit and Tory, hoe had tho 
exceeding bad taste to speak disparagingly 
of the Mayor, Mr. B.F. Olarko, an infinitely 
more honest man than himuolf, as a ‘*trim- 
mer," because he refused to prostitute his 
high and responsible position to the fanati- 
cism of such mon as Bell, et al. Tho result 
must havo astonished the would-be leader, 
and sorely wounded his vanity, whon ho 
learned that Mr, Edwerd F. Olarke, tho 
man whom he had sneered at as a trimmer,

Hot Summers 

It will perhaps assuage tho discomforts 
of the coming summer to read somo past 
axperionces with heat, compiled by a Ger- 
man statistician. in the year 627° tho 
springs were dried up and men fainted with 
the heat. In 879 it was impossible to work 
in the open fields, In the year 993 the 
nuts on the trees were ‘troasted” asif in a 
baker's oven! In 1000 the rivers in Franco 
dried up, and the stench from the dead 
fish and other matter brought a postilence 
into the land, The heat in the year 1014 
dried up the rivers and the brooks in 
Alsace-Lorraine. The Rhine was dried up 
in the year 1182, In the year 1162\the 
heat was to grest that eggs could 
be cooked in tho sand. In 1227 
it is recorded that many mon and 
animals came by their death through the 
intense heat. In the year 1303 the waters 
of the Rhine and Danube were partially 
dried up, and people passed over on foot. 
The crovs wore burnt up in the year 1394, 
and in 1548 the Seine and the Loire’ were 
as dry land. In 1556 a great drought 
swept through Europe. In 1614in France, 
and even witcerland, the brooks and the 
ditches were dried up. Not leas hob wore 
the years 1646, 1679and 1701, In the yoar 
1716, from the month of March till October, 
not a drop of rain fell; the temporature 
roso to 38” Reaumar, and in favored places 
the fruit trees blossomed o second time, 
Extraordinarily hot were the years 1724, 
1746, 1756 and 1811, The summor of 1515 
was so hot that the places of amusement 
had to be closed.

for the purposes of light and heat,jand aleo 
the free use of the streets for the purpose 
of lying down pipes to supply said gas to 
consumers, 

Mr. MoMichael said he wished to make 
a testia this vicinity to see if there was 
natural gas here. The ditches dug would 
need to be shallow. There would be no 
disturbance of the streets, Ib would bring 
industries here’ if it proved » success, as 
this would produce ‘cheap fuel. {t would 
reduce coal bills. The company would re- 
quire threo years time to make test, and if 
in that time it was not satisfactory the 
charter would be annulled. He asked for 
no bonus, but simply asked for the privilege 
of the streets to lay the pipes. 

Ald. Hanloy thought that it was impos- 
sible for the Council to deal with the mat- 
terat once, It would be agreat advantage 
to the city if natural gas was obtained here, 
He was in favor of having it referred to the 
Executive Committee.

THE TROUBLE SUBSIDING. 


St. George’s Bay (Nfld.) Peoplo Renew the 
Payment of Customs Dues, 

Havirax, June 15.—The steamer Harlaw 
arrived from St, George's Bay today, The 
trouble between the people of that place and 
the French has subsided, the embargo placed 
upon the Harlaw’s freight on her outward 
trip was removed, the people agreed to 
pay the duty on the Newfoundland Govern- 
ment promising them protection and com- 
pensation for their losses and all tho freight 
from Halifax for that place was landed. 

The steamer proceeded as far north as 
Flower’s Cove. The people there were in o 
torrible state. Last fall they were destitute 
aud the Newfoundland Government pro- 
mised to send them assistance, Halifax and 
Montreal had contributed a large quantity of 
provisions, but these were not forwarded in 
view of promised assistance from the New- 
foundland authorities. But it was noyer 
sent and the people suffered terribly from 
destitution, being compelled to live off the 
dead bodies of old seals during a portion of 
the winter, There were no actual deaths 
from starvation.

on the stove,and I don’t know whether it 
was the fallon the stove or the blow that 
caused her death. My heart's desire to God 
is that all men under whoso observation my 
case may come will recelye from God the 
sanctified uso of my transgressions. Please 
pray for me, Before leaving this world I 
would say in all sincerity that I freely for 
give all mankind for anything they may 
haye said or done against me, and would say 
in all fairness that [ have received the ut- 
most kindness from tho jail officials; a special 
dobtof gratitude is due the sheriff for his 
forethought in appointing such able and good 
men to be with me since my conviction, It 
isdueto thom to say they have been to a 
great extent the moans of my conversion to 
God. For as Christ shed his blood on the 
cross for the greatest sinner, I now have the 
assurance within myself that Christ died for 
me, even me, HeENIvy SMITH.” 

‘Tho recital of the Lord's prayer bad to bo 
stopped in ordor that some entanglement of 
the rope could be adjusted, and it was during 
this that Smith gave the only sign of tre- 
mor, He was seen to totter anda turnkey 
supported him.

SHIELD’S CAPTURED. 


Ignorant of Grimes’ Death When Taken 
into Custody—An Inquest Begun. 

Hamutos, June 16.—At daybreak this 
morning / achariah Shields, who is suspect- 
ed of being responsible for old Joseph 
Grimes’ death, was captured. He was row- 
ing in the marsh and when he saw the police- 
men he put on a spurt and gaye them « race, 
Before he had gone very far be was 
overtaken.

It appears that Shields rowed away in the 
boat after ho left the houso, In his drunken 
condition he was not capable of rowing to

Chrysostom.  ‘*Bishops, riests and 
deacons,” were made to read, ‘All minis- 
ters of the Gospel.” Tho revision was not 
completed when the session adjourned, 

ONTREAL, June 14.—The Synod of the 
Reformed Eplacopal Ohurch continued its 
revision of the Prayer Book to-day. The 
existing service was allowed to stand, with 
corresponding changes as made in the 
morning prayers. 

A motjpn that the State prayers be olim- 
inatéd was lost Tho collects, epistles, and 
Gospels were retained unchanged, retoining 
the singing before and after the Gospel. 
All were united upon a change that enjoin- 
ed that the minister should never turn his 
back to the congregation during sorvice. It 
was decided that no ornaments should be 
placed on the Communion table except flow- 
ers. All of the saints’ daya were dropped, 
but the psalms as in the old book were re- 
tained, The services of baptism, burial, 
marriages, ordination, and others were ad 
opted as found inthe book in use in the 
Reformed Church. It was decided to add 
to the name of the Church so as to make it 
read, ‘The Protestant Church of Kngland 
in the Dominion of Canada, which is called 
the Reformed Episcopal Church.”

Tho memorial of the members of the lay

Third—That effect shall be given to the 
invitations of quarterly boards 0 far as pos- 
sible, the general interests of tho church 
being firat considered. 

Second resolution—That the discipline 
be so altered as to provide that there shall 
be a ministerial session of the annual Con- 
ference held in sufficient time to get through 
with the ministerial business, and then so 
soon as convenient, the Ounference of both 
ministers and laymen assemble, end that 
the officers of the Conference be thereupon 
elected. The laymen, however, suggest 
that no reason exists why they should not 
take part in all the work of the Confer- 
ences, 

Third resolution—That the board for the 
stationing of ministers should have author- 
ity to station for the entire church, irre- 
spoctive of Conference boundaries.

FOUND DROWNED, 


An Escaped Lunatio Meets His Fato in 
Lake Sagamite, 

Qvuxnro, June 11.—Dr, Belleau, district 
coroner, held an inquest this morning on the 
body of the man who was discovered, dead 
and floating in Lake Sagamite, which empties 
into Lake St, Charles, last woek, The body 
was identified as being the remains of One- 
sime Perron, aged 42 years, an escaped pati- 
entfrom the Beauport Insano Asylum. Tho 
deceased was a farmor and a native of the 
parish of St, Albans, County of Portnouf. 
In tho year 1842 he became insane and wad 
conveyed to the Beauport Asylum, from 
whence he escaped during tho month of 
October last. Tho asylum authorities kept 
tho matter very quicty for the police knew 
nothing of the unfortunate man being miss 
ing. 

Last week a farmer mamed Jean Bedard, 
accompanied by his son from the River 
Jeaune, went to Lake Sagamite to fish, when 
thoy discovered the body of tho deceased 
floating in n terrible state of decomposition. 
They immediately informed tho authorities, 
when the body was brought to town, An 
open verdict was found by the jury that de- 
ceased wasfounddrowned, Notwithstanding 
that when found the deceased wore the 
clothes of the nsylum the officials refused to 
bury iton the ground that the law did not 
oblige them to do so after 15 days’ absence 
from the institution, consequently the Goy- 
ernment will baye to bear the expense of 
burial. Tho unfortunate man must have in- 
habited the precincts of the lake whero his 
body was found since his escape from the 
asylum, becauso the traces of bush fires have 
been discovered in many places. When found 
he bad a penknife and Iamp wick in one of 
the pockets of the clothes he wore.

The Discarded Woman Causes the Phys!- 
cian’s Arrest on a Charge of Murder— 
The Queer Sequel of au Ingersoll 
Elopement—Out on Bail, 


Woopstock, Juna1l—Dr. M. E. Tripp 
of Ingersoll appeared before William Groy, 
J.P,, to-day on the charge of murdering his 
mother, Hannah Tripp, and was allowed to 
go on hisown recognizances for §500 to 
appear before Police Magistrate Field on 
Juno 17. 

‘This caso isan interesting one. About 10 
years ago while Tripp was living in Norwich 
ho gave his wife some opium for some com- 
plaint from which she was suffering and sho 
never awoke from tho sleop it brought on. 
It {is understood the prosecution are basing 
their case largely on a deposition 
made by Mrs. Christopher Andrews of 
Ingersoll. The name of Mrs. Andrews has 
been asvociated with that of Dr. Tripp 
before, On Feb. 27 Jast she and Dr. Tripp 
wore arrested in Detroib at tho instance of 
her husband, Christopher Andrews, who 
bad traced the runaways thore, Mra 
‘Andrews refused to return to her husband. 

What has since come between the doctor 
and Mrs. Andrews is not generally known, 
but {ft is supposed the youthful charms of 
Mrs, Andrews’ young and rather protty 
daughter Emmeline intruded themselves be- 
tween the doctor and her mother and threat- 
ened to shut the latter out entirely. 

Whatever the truth may be Mrs, An- 
drows’ deposition contained charges against 
the doctor that are horrible to think 
of. Sho kept house for the doctor and waited 
on his mother for some time prior to her 
death. Hor description of the way in which 
Tripp abused and noglected his mother is 
drawn out in revolting detail, But not only 
did he, according to the deposition, neglect 
and abuse his old mother but bo brought ons 
the end by the administration of medicine 
which produced convulsions that were hor 
rible to witness.

FULL DAMAGES GIVEN. 
A Caso Under the New Workman's Com-

Mouse Plants in Summer 

Whether groon house and window plants 
in gonoral should be kept in their pote or 
tarned into the open ground for the sum- 
mer, depends upon what is desired of them, 
Probably moat plants can be trained into 
better form in pots then in the open 
ground, and if one does not care for the 
labor but seeks the best results in the 
form of hia plants, continuous pot culture 
1a beat. But to lessen labor moat gardeners 
now turn their green house plants out of 
pots and into the open border for summer, 
and ro-pot about the let of September, 
As a role, plants are cut back when so turn. 
ed out, Azaleas may need attention to 
pruning some little time before they are 
put out, We prefer to plunge the pots of 
Azaleas in sand in the garden, and not to 
turn them out, though ‘some gardeners do 
so. Beforo these plants are turned out, 
and when they have done blooming, the 
weak wood can be cut out and ithe shoots 
shortened, and a top-dressing of about an 
inch Of fresh soil bo’ given.

Blood in the Body. 

The amount of blood in the body is one- 
thirtieth the weight of the body, or five or 
six quarts, or eleven or twelve pounds, The 
avorage man dies when he has lost ove-fifth 
of his blood, The heart with each contrac- 
tion ejecta six ounces of blood from each 
yentricle, at a pressure in the left ventricle 
of one-fourth of an atmosphere, The heart 
sonds all the blood around the body ot the 
average man once every thirty seconds, or 
{n about thirty-five contractions of the or- 
gan. A deadly poison injected into the 
veins kills in fifteen seconds on tho average; 
injected under the skin in about four min- 
utes. A cubio millimeter of blood contains 
5,000,000 blood cella in the average man, 
and about 4,500,000 in the average women. 
Thero are 300 rod cells to every one white 
coll. The red cells have an average diame- 
tor of 1 3200 of an inch, the white cella of 
1-25000 of an inch. The special gravity of 
blood is 1.055, Tho frequency of the pulse 
in the new born js 150; in infants 1 year 
old, 110; at 2 years, 95; from 7 to 14, 86 ; 
in adult man, 75; woman 80, Tho respir- 
ations are one-fourth as rapid as the pulac.

Able Discourse 


For somo time past extensive propara- 
tions have been goiug on at Ohrist church, 
proparatory to the ordination services 
which were held there yesterday morning. 
These services are usually held in the 
larger cities and within cathedral walls. 
The whole interior of the edifice has receiv 
ed three coats of paint from local artists, 
the specifications having been supplied by 
Mosars. J, O. Spence & Sona, church dec- 
orators of Montreal. This firm havo » re- 
nowned reputation for church decorations, 
and that reputation has been enhanced by 
the work which has been done in Christ 
church. The oil tint of the body of the 
church, is a boautiful azure enlivened with 
mural decorations of beautiful design in 
fresco on a wine color foundation with old 
gold border, The pillars are done in In- 
dian red, the capitals in cream and finishod 
on decorated stencil work. Immediately 
before the chancel windows is an illuminat 
ed text, above which tho wall is light olive 
{in hue. On onch side of the chancel win- 
dows and aldo walls are appropriate texts, 
below which is diaper work enlivened with 
gold to a dado oxtending around the chan. 
cel. The columns supporting the chancel 
arch are done in deep rod and the capitals 
ingold, The effect is very pleasing and in 
exquisite taste. Mr. Harry Spence, o 
membor of'the above firm, directed the 
work. 


THE SERVICE, 

Long bofore the hour for the commence 
mont of the sorvices the large edifice was 
filled to overflowing, and a naumber wore 
compelled to stand during the entire ser- 
vice. Among the dignitaries of the church 
present were His Lordship Bishop Lewis, 
of Ontario, Von. T. Bedford-Jones, LL.D., 
Archdeacon of Kingston, Von. J. 8. Laud- 
er, D.O.L., Arohdeacon of Ottawa, Rev. 
Rural Dean Oarey, M.A., Rev. E. P. Oraw- 
ford, M.A., Examining Chaplain, Rev, W. 
Wright, Rev, Rural Dean Stanton, Rey, 
Oanon Burke, Rev. D. F, Bogert, and Rav. 
8. Daw, from the city, Rey. G. A. Ander- 
son, M.A., Deseronto, and Rey. F. W. 
Armstrong, Trenton. 

The services were opened by a procso- 
sional hymn participated in by the sur- 
plice choir, those who. were to be ordained 
Priests and Daacons and the visting clergy 
mev. Immediately following was the ser- 
mon by the Lord Bishop of the Diocese, His 
discourse was upon ordination services, 
their origin and continuation, He refer 
red to these services in the time of Mones 
and the prophots, and how they have been 
since traced down to the present time 
through all ages. Obhrist choso the 12 
apostles, and ordained them, and the 
Holy Ghost the comforter was given to them 
on the day of Pentecost. The people of 
the new testament were taught and ad- 
monished to respect the clorgy and the of- 
ficials of the church and this should be done 
at the present time. They should be 
estéemed for the good works which they 
perform, There was a great demand for 
zoalous ministers of the cross. He admon- 
ished those whb were about to be ordained 
to be faithfal to the duties imposed upon 
them, so that when they were called upon 
to render an account of their stewardship, 
it could be said of them thabthey had done 
what they could, 

Those who were to be ordained were then 
presented to the Bishop by the Ven. Arch- 
deacoa of Kingston ; those tor Deacons be- 
ing Messrs. F.E. Whalley R.W,E. Wright, 
B.A., A. N. Depensier, Jenner, and Hul- 
ton. Those fbr Priests were, Revs. J. M. 
N. King, B.A., Powell (curate of St. Thom- 
as’), A. E. Olay, and W. Moore. After the 
presentation of the candidates, the Litany 
was read by the Ven, Arch: 
deacon of Kingston. After the reading of 
a Scripture lesson the ordination of Deacons 
took place, the services being of a solemn 
and impressive character. The Bishop 
laced his hand upon the head of each, and 
gave them authority to execute the office 
of Deacon in the Ohurch, After the read- 
ing of the second scripture lesson and the 
singing of a hymn, the ordination of the 
candidates forthe priesthood took place. 
This was also done by the placing of hands 
of the Bishop anda numbor of clergymen, 
upon the head of every one that received 
the order, the Bishop admonishing them to 
bo faithful dispensers of the word of God 
and His holy sacraments. Ab the conclusion 
the Bishop read an address as prescribed by 
the church, Prayer was then recited by the 
Bishop for the church militant, after which 
the greater portion of the congregation left, 
those remaining doing so to participate in 
the communion services.

The foun- 
dations, however. were undermined by the 
heavy rains auc th: tragedy resulted. 

On Tuesday oveuing it was roported that 
8 culvert some distance below that which 
| gave way was in an unsafo condition. In- 
| spector of Bridges John Wanless, jr., decided 

to visit this culvert and detailed locomotive 
No. 188 to visit the place, There were then 
on board: Mr. Wanless; James Atton, 
engineer; George Oliver, fireman, J, Mori- 
arty, section foreman; Hiram Lottand David 
Niyhwender, section men. 

Tho engine arrived at the first culvert, 
which is some distance above the ono which 
tho men had intended to inspect, shortly be- 
fore 1134 p,m. Precisely at 11.26 this cul- 
vert must have Collapsed, for when the body 
of the engineer was found his watch was 
fotind to have stopped at the minute. All 
the occupants of the cab perished excepting 
Nighwender, who escaped unscathed.

Upon examination we found that 
they lad broken the bail off a pall and 
from it ingeniously constructed a key, with 
which they had unbolted the Jock, and did 
thisewithin o half an hour of the'time of 
their incarceration,

An’ here I 
am, yer honor, and jI hope you won't be 
hard ona poor man,” The court was inex- 
orable, With knitted brow the self-assumed 
Judgo replied, ** Michael O'Donovan, I’m 
ashamed of yez; aa bright and fine a hod- 
carrier as this city can find, not mintionin’ 
yer wife and three small ones at home, that 
you are bound to love, cherish, and feed.

friction of the saddle, In the person of Capt. | 
Pjeshkoff it has only a light weight to carry 
that officer weighing 3 poods 22 pounds, but 
saddle, saddle-bags and accoutrements, &c., | 
bring up tho total weight to be carried to 4 
poods 88 pounds. This weight in English 
measure, taking the pood as being equal to 
87 pounds avoirdupols, would be about 1134.

andhay, Capt, Pjeshkoff has noted in the 
diary which he keeps the weight of these con- 
sumed per diem, and has observed that the 
appetite of his stood increases as the distance 
travelled becomes greater. At the start 8 | 
pound of oatsand 10 pounds of hay per day 
wore sufficient to satisfy it, but by the time 
Omsk was reached 80 pounds of the former 
commodity and 14 pounds of the latter were 
required, As for drink, for the greater por- 
tion of the journey, thus far, tho horse has 
drunk no water in the liquid form, being ob- 
liged to be content to quench his thirst by 
eating snow snatched up on the road. An 
English horse reduced to such necessity would 
not survive the ordeal, but most Cossack 
horses are used to it and receive no harm 
whatever, 

The line of route from Blagovjechensk to 
Omsk lay through Btrejtensk, Vorchnevo- 
dinsk, Irkutsk, Atohensk and Tomsk, and at 
each of these places stoppage was made, 
amounting in all to twenty-five, and one-half 
days..To obtain-the exact time occupied in 
thé saddle betweon Noy, 7 and Feb, 27." It 
will be, necessary, therefore, to deduct this 
numbor of days from the 118 days comprised 
in that period. Throughout the whole jour- 
ney to Omsk, Capt, Pjeshoff states that he 
met with no untoward or unpleasant cir 
cumstances until he reached Tomsk; where 
he had the misfortune to oxcite the suspicions 
of the police and to be obliged for one night 
to put up with such accomodation as is usual- 
ly accorded to suspected people. Ho was 
treated at first vory rudoly by hig official 
captors, and was only released on fornishing | 
sufficient evidence that ho had no design on 
the life or the property of the citizens. 

Capt. Pjeshkoff’s dress consists ofa short 
wadded coat, a fur cap, long fur boots and 
fur gloves, &c, As anextra protection from 
the cold ho wears also a short fur overcoat 
and a bashalik or cowl, which is drawn over 
his cap whenever it is windy, His arms 
are a aword,a revolver and a ‘Reonshal” or 
two-edged dagger, His saddlo, which {s of 
Moscow make, contains all the necessary 
conveniences for carrying fodder for his 
horse, his own changes of linon, horseshoo 
nails, hammer and other such necessaries, 
Ho carries no provisions, buying whatever 
he requires in tho shape of food at the differ- 
ont stations and villages on tho road. 

As may be expected, this daring rider {s 
the recipiont of many ovations at the towns 
at which he atays en route, On the eve of 
his departure from Omak tho officers of the 
Siberian Cossack regiments stationed in that

Hence, woe bave corn ensilage, clover ensilaga 
oats and peas ensilage, ete., ete, 

If a silo be erected as a separate structure 
its foundation may be a low stone or con: 
croto Wall, or durable sills treated with tar, 
or charred to prevent decay from contact 
with the soil, An earth floor will be cheap 
est and best, ‘Tho immediate surroundings 
of tho silo should be drained, to prevent the 
en'rance of water to its floor, The following 
cuts have beon prepared to illustrated the 
method of construction.

and 80 cause mould and decay. 

FILLING A SILO, 


‘Throo conditions or treatments seom to be 
esontial to the obtaining of the best quality 
of ensilago without appreciable waste from 
formentation, moulding or decay :— 

1. The plants should be grown to a stage 
almost mature; 

2, They should be wilted in the sunlight 
until the water which they contain is less than 

per cent, of the total weight; 

8, The ensilage around the sides and in the 
corners of the silo should be tramped and 
packed thoroughly while it is being filled,

cutting of the corn I prefer and recommend 
a common corn knifo or old-fashioned reaping 
sickle, A strong reaper may do the work by 
horse power; but if the @op be heavy and the 
corn from 10 to 12 feet high, the rakes will 
not clean the table and stalks will be dragged 
behind. 

A truck or waggon with low wheels anda 
large platform may be used. A low platform 
may be put upon the running gear of a com- 
mon waggou, by hanging the froat of it to 
the under sido of the front axle and attach- 
ing the back of itto the under side of the 
back axle, A cheap and conveniont platform 
for such work may be made by placing the 
ends of two poles 14 or’16 feet long on thefront 
bolster of acommon waggon and attaching the 
other ends of them to the under side of the hind 
axle by tho use of a piece of stout ropa If 
boards be nailed across on these poles bo 
tween the front and hind wheels, the plat- 
form thus made maybe easily loaded and 
can carry from one to two tons of stalks, if 
astake be putin ateach corner of it, After 
the corn is cut, it should be left to wilt for 
one or two days in small bunches on the 
ground. Itmay be filled into a silo without 
cutting; but more labor would be involved 
and the work of feeding would be rendered 
more difficult, Any strong cornor straw- 
cutter, with capacity for a large quantity 
per day, will serve the purpose, Carriers 
shouki be attached, unless the cutter stands 
on a level with the top of the silo, which 
ordinarily is neither practicable nor desirable, 
Horse power or an engine may be used. 
From 6 inches to a foot of cut or uncut straw 
should be spread over the bottom of the silo 
before the filling is commenced. At the silo, 
the corn can be fed into the cutter, directly 
from the wagon platform, The horses may 
meanwhile be changed from the loaded to 
anompty waggon. At the cutting box, two 
men willbe required. A 2-inch cut is as good 
asa shorter one, During the filling, care 
should be taken to level the heavier parts of 
tho stalks out against the sides of theailo 
occasionally, The filling may proceed every 
day, every second day, or every third day, 
as may be convenient. In any case the con- 
tents should be tramped around the sides and 
in the corners before the addition of anew 
layer, Though the corn stalks be wet from 
rain, they may be put into the allo without 
avy damage from that cause, 

COVERING THE ENSILAGE, 

When it is full, after the lapse of two 
days, the sides and corners should be through 
ly tramped again, afer which the whole sur- 
face should be covered with a layer of from 
2 to 3 feetdeep of any kind of straw, cut or 
uncut. It should de packed closely around 
the sides and into the corners; and for that 
reason cut straw is rather preferable, Tha 
ensilage may be left to cure and to keep un- 
til wanted, be that time four weeks or ten 
months, When the ensilage is uncovered for 
fecding, unless tho silo be frost proof over- 
head, it becomes chilled, and is then not in 
the best condition ‘for being fed to cattle, 
That may be guarded against by the putting 
of movable poles across the top of the silo 
and tho placing of a layer of straw upon 
them, 

A wilol8 by 20 by 18 foot deop, inside 
measurement, will hold about 100 tons of sot- 
tled corn ensilage, 


The Dust in Hay. 

There fs, a5 all farmers know, more or 
less dust in all he and this, if taken 
into the lungs, is ve njurious to horses 
fed on it. Clover hay and that of timothy 
cut in the bloom are especially liable to 
be dusty, and often give horses the heaves 
when fedon cither of these. Slightly 
wetting the hay will prevent this injury. 
The better way is to, cut the hay, slightly 
moisten it, and throw on it a little corn 
and oats ground together, taking care 
not to give more than will be eaten clean 
ateach feed. Between meals the rack 
may bo filled with fresh straw, whieh 
tho horse will pick over, and which may 
then be used for beddir
